It is impossible, how- 
ever, that many ships could escape a 
determ destroyer unless pro- 
tected by guns or by fast motor 
boats or torpedo boats. Exactly 
what measures the navy will take 
to safeguard traffic through the can- 
al n not be revealed. 

But what the authorities want to 
do first of all is to locate the re- 
ported submarine bases and to ar- 
range for their destruction H that 
be necessary to defend American 
commerce. Thig likewise is the pur- 
pose of the British navy. 

COLOMBIA HOSTILE. 

In addition the State Department 
is actively laboring to offset the 
German operations in connectibn 
with politica] conditions in Colombia 
and Venezuela. Venezuela is not 
unfriendly, though there is a great 
deal of anti-American sentiment 
among her people. Colombia is 
frankly hostile as a resuft of what 
she regards as “the rape of Panama. 
In the hope of assuring her etrict 
neutrality the President dis most 
anxious that the Senate should 
ratify as promptly as possible, the 
treaty under which the United 
States shall pay $15,000,000 to the 
Colombian fovernment in settlement 
of all claims arising out of the 
separation of Panama and the con- 
struction of the canal. The Senate 
Democrats are agreeable to the 
President's desire, but the Republic- 
ans assert they will not admit even 
by tnference that the United States 
wronged Colombia and thev are not 
disposed to pay blackmail. More- 
over they point out that the pay- 
ment of money would not regain 
Colombian friendship; rather would 
cause that country to feel that this 
country had done go because of 
weakness and in an attempt to se- 
cure aid. It has been suggested 
that the treaty be managed so as to 
authorize the President to pay the 
money, whenever, in his judement, it 
is advisable to do so. This would 
enable him to dangle a reward for 
good behavior before Colombia's 
eyes. The Germans, however, prob- 
ably would be glad to pay more 
than $16,000,000 for Colombia's 
participation tn the war. It is the 
intention of the President to urge 
the Senate to ratify the treaty as a 
war measure and under such cir- 
cumstances the Republican Senators 
— Can continue th opposi- 
tion. 

What is of further concern to the 
authorities are reports that German 
reservists, for some monthg past. 
have been drifting into Colombia. 
Five thousand are sald to have 
started north from Brazil. If these 
reports, which also are being in- 
vestigated, should turn out to be cor- 
rect, it is apparent that an attack on 
‘| the canal is contemplated. The Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army believes that 
the canal can be easily defended 
with the forces now there. The only 
j} danger to the canal, it is asserted, 
would arise from a blockade, since 
all supplies for the troops must 
come from the United States. 

However, a blockade by subma- 
rines could not be made go strict as 
to prevent food and munitions ships 
from reaching the zone. If neces- 
sary, such ships will be convoyed.

GERMANS SURRENDER 
AS IRLES IS TAKEN.

The steadily increasing artillery 
fire of the British had exerted a 
pressure which could no longer be 
withstood and the German com- 
mander had issued a retirement or- 
der. Two hours before this maneu- 
ver Wag to be attempted the British 
fell upon the German position and 
in addition to inflicting heavy casu- 
elties, captured nearly 300 prisoners 
and booty which included sixteen 
machine guns and four trench mor- 
tars. The attack was one of the 
most carefully planned and skillfully 
executed of the recent phases of 
warfare on this front. 

The artillery preparation was ter- 
rifle and the German garrison was 
so demoralized that they surrendered 
wholesale. The prisoners are among 
ithe best taken on this front. Cap- 
tured German officers seemed par- 
ticularly chagrined that their plan 
to retire without suffering great 
casualties had been thwarted. All 
along the Ancre and Somme sectors 
the British guns were booming to- 
day.

WORLD LEADER. 


Was Heart of Islam Empire 
in Days of Caliphs. 


Nations’ Caravans Departed 
from its Gates.

LONDON, March 1l.—tThe an- 
nouncement of the capitulation of 
Bagdad this afternoon brings to a 
conclusion one of the most pictur- 
esque and dramatic phases of the 
world war. The city which has 
fallen to British arms links the pres- 
ent to the past so distant that it is 
semi-fabulous. 

The known history of Bagdad 
reaches back for more than 4000 
years, to the shadowy times of King 
Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon, a quay 
built by the scriptural monarch still 
existing suomerged in the Tigris. 

Long after the Babylonian dynasty 
had ceased to be more than a mem- 
ory, Bagdad rose to splendor as the 
artistic, literary, scientific and reli- 
gious capital of the world. 

The heart of the great Islamic em- 
pire of the Caliphs for hundreds of 
years, it was known throughout the 
world as “The Glorious City” and 
was the scene of the fantastic ex- 
ploits of Haroun Al-Raschid, the po- 
tentate magnificence is im- 
mortalized in the Arabian Nights. 

In 800 A.D. Bagdad was credited 
with a population of 2,000,000 souls 
and was easily the first city of the

‘Gen. Charles Townshend was landed 


at the head of the Persian Gulf and 
moved rapidly up the Tigris. 
primary object ot the expedition 
was to secure the valuable oll wells 
at the mouth of the Tigris, but the 
ultimate and far greater object was 
the shattering of the great German 
dream of dominion in the Near East, 
a dream based on the construction 
of the Berlin-Constantinople-Bagdad 
Railway, and by the seizure of Bag- 
dad the British hoped to prevent the 
completion of this road. 

Gen. Townshend commanded a 
force of about 40,000 men and at 
first he pushed forward with amaz- 
ing speed, When at Ctesiphon, twen- 
ty miles from his goal, he was at- 
tacked by an overwhelming force of 
Ottoman troops. His water supply 
gave out and he was forced to re- 


treat. 

Fighting a continuous rear-guard 
action the British expedition re- 
gained Kut-el-Amara on December 
5. Here Gen. Townshend deter- 
mined to make a stand with a por- 
tion of his forces and intrenched 
with about 10,000 men while the re- 
mainder of his troops continued to 
tall back along the Tigris in order 
to join hands with a relief army 
hurriedly diepatched from France 
and India. 

Thirty thousand Indian troops and 
the two Anglo-Indian divisions 
which had been fighting in France, 
formed this relief corps. 

For three months Gen. Sir Percy 
Lake, the relief commander, fought 
his way up the Tigris and was with- 
in efght miles of his besieged com- 
rades when on April 13, 1916, Gen. 
Townshend, hig food supply ex- 
hausted, was compelled to surren- 
der, and the British abandoned the 
offensive for several months. 

Gen. Townshend's operations 
against Bagdad had been seconded 
by the Russians, who had advanced 
from Persia and the ush region 
reached within seventy 
Tigris, when the 
Townshend surrender occurred. 
Shortly afterward the Russians 
abandoned their campaign and, aft- 
er some desultory fighting, with- 
drew to the Persian Mountains. 

The resumption of British opera- 
tions on a major scale did not occur 
until December, 1916, when an ad- 
vance on Kut-et-Amara was made 
from the Babylonian plains, while a 
second force again moved up the 
Ficris. Gen. Frederick Stanley 
Maude was in command of the new 
campaign and was officially report- 
ed to have 120,000 men at his dis- 
posal. The exact composition and 
numbers of the British forces have, 
bowever, never been offiically made 
public. 

From the time of the opening of 
the new campaign the British prog- 


able rapidity. February 26, 
Kut-et-Amara wag captured for the 
second time and several thousand 
Turkish prisoners taken. Within 
two weeks the British cavalry pa- 
trols were within a few miles of 
Bagdad. The fall of Kut-et-Amara 
and the rapid progress of the Brit- 
ish toward Bagdad was the signal 
for the renewal of the Russlan cam- 
paign to the north. A Russian army 
advancing from Persia captured 
Hamadan and pushed swiftly for- 
ward in the direction of the Tigris. 
On March 9 the Russian troops 
were reported within seventy miles 
of the Tigris, while another diver- 
sion was Caused by the unheralded 
advance of a second British expedi- 
tion into Palestine from Egypt. At 
last reports this force had pushed 
within striking distance of Jerusa- 
lem, but the meager official details 
have shed little light on its ulti- 
mate purpose and composition. 
Maj.-Gen. Frederick Stanley 
Maude, the conqueror of Bagdad, is 
53 years old and has had a distin- 
guished military career. He took 
part in the Sudan campaign and 
received a medal with a clasp and 
the Khedive’s star.

LOSS IN NEWCASTLE. 
[BY A, NIGHT WIRE.) 


NEWCASTLE (Ind.) March 11.— 


More than a score of persons were 
killed and 150 were injured, some 
fatally, in a tornado which wrecked 
800 residences in this city late to- 


day. The property damage was 


roughly estimated tonight at $1,000,- 
000. The storm swept over the city 
in a southeasterly direction, de- 
molishing practically everything in a 


path almost two blocks wide and 


more than ten blocks long. For 
seVeral hours the city was entirely 
cut off from communication. 

Gov. Goodrich was asked to send 
troops to police the city, which is 
in darkness tonight, owing to the 
demolition of the power plant. 
The exact number of dead may not 
be known for a day or two, as prac- 
tically all the bodies thus far found 
have been dug out of the wreckage 
of their homes. The search tunight 
was hampered by darkness, but with 
the coming of daylight tomorrow it 
is believed more bodies will be found. 

Early tonight the list of identified 
dead stood at twenty-three, but it 
was said several others had been 
found in various sections of the 
wrecked district. 

Late tonight twenty-one bodies 
had been recovered and six persons 
were reported missing. It was be- 
lieved other bodies still were buried 
in the wreckage Which had not been 
searched.

FIND BONES OF 
MAN LONG DEAD 


Had War Maps of this Part 
of the State. 


Beside Remains. 


Federal Authorities to Investi- 
gate Today. 


Out of the past there came last 
night a peculiar angle to the present 
tense period of spy watching, when 
& squad of Long Beach High School 
students, returning from a hike, 
stumbled over the skeleton of a 
young man lying in the underbrush 
of Dalton Canyon, just northeast of 
Glendora. The finding of the skele- 
ton, apparently a suicide, would have 
passed by without special notice had 
it not been for the discovery close to 
the remains of a quantity of par- 
tially decayed German literature 
and a complete set of war maps of 
Southern California. 

In the midst of the old, fading pa- 
per was found a diary, written in 
German, and scarcely legible. After 
much diligent study, the writing on 
the page marked April 6, 1911, the 
last page written on, was deciphered 
and translated as follows: 

“On this 6th day of April, 1911, 
it is raining. Now I am going to 
leave the world.” | 

As if to bear out this tragic state- 
ment, the rusty frame of an auto- 
matic revolver, containing four 
loaded cartridges, and having one 
exploded shell lying nearby, was 
found resting nea rthe bones of the 
right hand of the skeleton. 

Although, from these evidences, 
the tragedy must have occurred al- 
most six years ago, the mysterious 
coincidence of the war maps, the 
German literature, coupled with the 

resent situation, have caused the 
ng Beach police, who received the 
body, to turn over the entire mat- 
ter to the local Federal authorities. 

No identification marks could be 
found on any of the effects found by 
the body. The gun was numbered 
70962. A gold ring with ruby set- 
tings, and a gold watch and chain 
were found among the bones of the 


skeleton. The man, who had been 
about 25 years old, had one gold 
tooth. 


The war maps, which were based 
on a small scale, were found in the 
back of the diary. Each map, while 
very much faded, marked out the 
points throughout South- 
ern California.

mortality in Serbia since its occupa- 
tion and despoliation by the com- 
bined forces of Germany, Austria and 
Bulgaria, that there is not now a 
child in the country under 3 years 
old.“ is the statement of Madamolselle 
Helene Losanitch, daughter of Prof. 
Sima Losanitch of the Belgrade Uni- 
versity. She is stopping at the Ho- 


phony Hall Wednesday evening, un- 
der the auspices of the local Serbian 
Relief Committee of America. Her 
father is a former Cabinet officer, 
was once an Ambassador to Great 
Britain and is now chairman of the 
committee for the reconstruction of 
Serbia. 

“The conditions in my country are 
deplorable,” she declared. “Bread 
Sells for 50 cents a loaf and shoes 
are $40 a pair and hard to get at 
that. When I was last in Switzer- 
land—I dare not go back to my home 
or I could not again come out—I 
saw the wife of a prominent Serbian 
general wearing two short pieces of 
board bound to her feet with gunny 
Sack. instead of shoes. Most of the 
people go barefoot. 

“Milk cannot be had at all and 
the meat supply has long been ex- 
hausted in the country. Flour is 
so scarce that bread once in two 
weeks is considered a great treat. 
Beans and cornmeal are the main- 
stay of the people, and these are 
doled out in gcanty portions. Only 
the strongest can long survive on 
the short, unbalanced ration on 
which the country is now subsisting

oats and 50,000,000 in barley, and potatoes 
show a crop reduction of 70,000, 000 bushels. 

The price of every staple crop has been 
affected by the shortage. Wheat is 70 per 
cent. higher, corn and other cereals 20 to 
50 per cent. higher, beans 100 per cent., and 
potatoes 150 per cent. higher. This has 
caused a similar advance in the price of 
meat. 

Despite decreased production and in- 
creased prices, our export of food produc- 
tions has increased, which shows how des- 
perate is the situation in Europe. The ex- 
ports for the calendar year 1916 exceed 
in value 351,000,000, 900, or double the aver- 
age annual value for the preceding fifteen 


. years. 


The food situation is that there are 100, 
000,000 people in our own country to feed, 
that the farmers have parted with the grain, 
and the most of what remains in the coun- 
try has passed into the control of middle- 
men, who dictate prices, except where pre- 
vented by law. 

How is the situation to be met? We can-

NEW OIL FIELD 
THE CITY'S GATES. 


Standard Brings in Good Well in Territory Easily 


Southland. 


Drilled—Hole a Pure Wild cat Other Exploration and 
Extension Work Under Way in Many Sections of the 


OS ANGELES has a new oll 

field on La Merced ranch of 

Anita Baldwin at Montebello, 
four miles east of the city limits on 
Boyle Heights, where the Standard 
Oil Cempany has brought in a well 
good for 350 barrels daily. The 
depth of the well is only 2340. The 
formation is easy to drill and the 
well, a pure wildcat, the first to be 
drilled within a distance of several 
miles, was put down in unusually 
quick. time and without an acci- 
dent. The oil tests 23.5 gravity. 


There ts little gas and the well has 
to be pumped, but the absence of 
heavy gas pressure sufficient to make 
the of! flow is more than com- 
sensated for by the greater ease in 
rilling. The oil is almost perfect- 
ly clean, analysis showing but a 
fraction «more than one per cent. 
emulsion, 
Was necessary to shut off the water. 

The Standard has some 700 to 800 
acres leased. The rig is being made 
well, for the drilling of another 


‘well, this time on the Temple lease, 
which immediately adjoins the 
Baldwin property. Two more are 
to follow immediately. The nearest 
other producing wells are in the old 
Whittier field, five or six miles east. 

The Standard will lay a pipe line 
to the Salt Lake Raflroad at Monte- 
bello, where the ofl will be loaded 
and shipped in tank cars to the El 
Segundo refinery. Later, if new wells 
come in as satisfactory as this first, 


across the country some ten or 
twelve miles to a junction with the 
Standard’s main pipe line from the 
Whittier-Fullerton fleld to El Se- 
gundo. There is an easy route all 
the way, probably through or near 
Downey or Norwalk. 

The Cates estate, owners of oil 
property in the old city fleld and in 
Ventura county, has a large acreage 
near the scene of the oil discovery. 
At present the land is leased by 
number of Japanese gardeners, but 
it is understood that in the near fu- 
ture some development for oll is 
likely to be started. 

CEMENT COMPANY TO DRILi. 

Immediately adjoining the Stand- 
ard holdings a well is to be drilled 
at once on the lands of the Monte- 
rey Land and Water Company, al! 
of which, to the extent of 1000 
acres, were leased a few weeks since 
to B. Moran, a local geologist 
who has since transferred them to 
interests connected with a leading 
cement company. A corporation 
subsidiary te the cement company 
is expected to be formed to operate 
the property and develop oll. 

The course of the cement Interests 
js understood to be for the purpose 
of securing for the plant an ade- 
quate supply of fuel at lower rates 
1 can be had in the open mar- 
et. 

The location for the first well has 
been selected on the cement com- 
pany’s property at a point about 
1000 feet from the Standard well, 
and a road ig being bullt to the site. 

Since the Montebello well came 
in there have been reports of lands 


around Santa Fe Springs, but a few 


miles from Montebello, being leased 
for their supposed oil prospects, It 
has been impossible to learn par- 
ticulars, but it has been denied 
positively that the Standard is the 
leaser. | 

East of the old Whittier field and 
west of the Fullerton section the 
Union On Company is preparing to 
sink a new test well on the Myers 
lease, where no drilling has been 
done for a number of years and 
where the early work was unsuccess- 
ful commercially because of the dif- 
ficulty at that time of controlling 
water. The well is about to be 
spudded in. 

Near Placentia, in the eastern ex- 
tension of the Fullerton district, the 
New Era Oil] Company of San Diego 
has spudded in its first well. 

The Standard’s Murphy No. 25. in 
the Coyote section is proving itself 
one of the wonders of the feld. av- 
eraging 7400 barrels for a period of 
sixty consecutive days with no signs 
of a let up to date.

Take this Federal Farm Loan Bank 
at Columbla, 8. C. It appears that 
a few deserving Democrats at that 
Place subscribed to $410 worth of 
the stock and the United States is 
to put $749,590 into the venture with 
no interest charge. The Farm Loan 
Board is now to select five citizens 
of each locality to act as directors 
temporarily, These directors can 
employ attorneys, experts and so 
forth, and go into business with the 
government's money. The directors 
must give a security bond but are 
allowed to charge the premium on 
that bond to the bank. 

If temporary officers succeed 
in making $100,000 worth of loans, 
then the bank has to be reorganized 
with nine directors, instead of five, 
but the election of these directors 
is so completely under the supervi- 
sion of the land beard that they 
might as well be appointed from 
Washington at once and save paper 
for ballots, The whole force em- 
ployed by these banks will be noth- 
ing but political boosters for the 
powers that be. 

If the men who pay taxes and ex- 
cise into the treasury of the United 
Atates do not enjoin the Secretary 
ef the Treasury from turning this 
money into thess banks, the govern- 
ment will. put it there and into the 
hands of these local men, who will 
be supposed to lend it out to farm- 
ers without the government getting 
a cent of interest. 

The Constitution provides, article 
1, section 8, that: “The Congress 
shall have power to lay and collect 
taxes, duties, imposts and excises to 
pay the debts and provide for the 
common defense and general wel- 
fare of the United States, but all 
duties and impests and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the United 
States. To borrow money on the 
credit of the United States.“ 

All the other features of the Con- 
stitution regarding Congress’ powers 
over finance are prohibitory and in 
section 9 it provides that; “No 
money shall be drawn from the 
treasury, but in consequence of ap- 
propriationg made by law.“ 

There is no legitimate way for 
money to be drawn from the treas- 
ury in the way that this bill pro- 
vides, 

Why should the money paid into 
the treasury by importers, manufac- 
turers, and other men having large 
incomes, be loaned out to farmers 
in competition with bankers and 
Other capitalists of the country? 

This is socialism with a vengeance, 
taking the money of one class and 
practically giving it to another.
